NOT FOR ILLNESS 


Obviously mutual funds cannot 
be regarded as the place to deposit 
emergency savings you might need 
in case of unemployment or illness. 
Generally a family needs emer- 
gency reserve equal to six months 
to a year’s income; in some cases, 
even more. For this purpose, cred- 
it unions, savings accounts and 
Government “E” bonds, paying 2 
to 3 percent, are most suitable. At 
any time you can get back all you 
put in. 

In comparison, mutual funds at 
this time pay about four to five 
percent, depending on which you 
buy. Earnings from investments in 
mutuals are higher when the gen- 
eral price level of stocks and mu- 
tual funds shares is lower than at 
this writing. 

Also: A family can earn 4-5 per- 
cent without risk by prepaying the 
mortgage on its house. A family 
that generally buys cars, furniture 
and other goods on installments 
can earn from 6 to 24 percent on 
its money by using its savings for 
cash buying instead of time pay- 
ments. 

One disadvantage of mutual 
funds is not the funds themselves 
but the way many moderate-in- 
come people buy them — on a 
monthly installment or “penalty” 
plan. Not only do you pay extra 
fees for custedianship and Federal 
taxes, but if you must drop out 
soon after starting you lose some 
of your money. If you dropped out 
at the end of the first yaer, you

| At a conference of social work- 
jers and teachers at the State Uni-

professor of sociology at Florida 
State, urged that good “balls of 
earth” be provided for many of the 
families now moving about in our 
country, and often having such a 
difficult time to adjust.

We have all seen 
the change that in many cases 
has come when a family moves 
from a slum home to a neat mod- 
ern cottage with its own little 
yard. 

This doesn’t invariably work a 
miracle, and it is sad but true that 
many juvenile delinquents come 
from good houses. But on the 
whole and in the long run, living 
in a house you can be proud of, 
among neighbors who live in simi- 
lar houses, has an uplifting effect 
on almost every family. 


“Slum clearance” is a phrase we 
often toss off lightly. We seldom 
stop to think that it means that 
a mother and father and several 
children are going to have a 
chance at a more decent life.

Home cooks often complain that 
creamed vegetables separate or 
curdle. They will not, according 
to the Indiana research, if the veg- 
etables are thoroughly drained be- 
fore combining with the white 
sauce. 

In a second study reported by 
the department it has been found 
that chicken bones rank second 
to chicken meat as a source of 
good chicken flavor. This may 
surprise housewives, who often are 
careful to include poultry bones 
in soup because they think the 
bones contribute as much taste as 
the flesh. 

Skin furnishes even less flavor 
‘than bones, the chicken fat al- 
most none at all, the chemists 
discovered. Broth made from a 
mixture of bone, skin and meat 
rated lower in flavor tests than an 
all-meat broth. 

The chemists also found in pre- 
liminary work that soaking raw 
chicken in cold or iced water was| 
hard on flavor. More evidence on 
this is being eagerly awaited by 
those in the trade, for it is a com- 
mon commercial practice to chill 
fresh-killed poultry in a_ slushy 
form of ice. And many home

S. F. Labor Council 
Swats at Job Bias 


In a resolution adopted at a re- 
‘cent meeting, the San Francisco 
Labor Council struck hard against 
the practice of some public agen- 
cies in California requiring job ap- 
plicants to answer questions about 
political views, religious beliefs, la- 
bor affiliations and racial extrac- 
tions. 

An end to such practice is de- 
manded. 

Expressing the view that “we 
feel that these improper considera- 
tions should have no part in the 
selection of public employes,” the 
Council in its resolution demanded 
that: 


“All public agencies which have 
not already done so, proceed for- 
with to adopt cr amend ordinances. 
charter provisions, or rules and 
regulations, whichever may be ap- 
propriate, to prohibit the ques- 
tioning of any applicant for public 
employment as to his political 
views, religious beliefs, labor af- 
filiations or racial extractions.” 

It was further requested “that 
each test, written or oral, conduct- 
}ed by a public agency, shall con- 
jform to measures or standards 
which are sufficiently objective to 
be capable of being challenged and 
reviewed, and shall be recorded in 
a& manner and to a degree suffici- 
ent to this purpose.”
